Paris Municipal 
Workers Return 


PARIS. Nov. 9—(AV-Striking mu­ 
nicipal workers in the Paris region 
agreed today to accept wage pro­ 
posals put forward by the Prench 
government and to return to their 
Jobs tomorrow. 
Termination of the strike is ex­ 
pected to ease the public health 
menace resulting from diminishing 
water pressure and lack of adequate 
garbage and ash collection. 
The government offered to pay 
the strikers an advance November 
15 on future salary increases to be 
negotiated later in detail. Premier 
Paul Ramadier also undertook to 
present the strikers' case to the 
National Assembly this month. 
The garbage collectors 
of Parts 
walked out 
Tuesday 
demanding 
higher wages. Their union claimed 
some of them were earning less than 
8300 francs (about $67) a month. 
Sympathy 
stoppages 
then 
were 
called by employes of the Paris 
water system and by all employes 
of town halls 
in

suburban 
Seine department except the pub­ 
lic health, rationing and registrar 
services.

It was pointed out that Coo* 


did not specifically provide 
far Atomic Commission representa­ 
tion in framing the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Act. but that the section es­ 
tablishing the Resources Board di­ 
rected appointment of a 
chair­ 
man and such heads or representa­ 
tives of government agencies as 
the President might designate.

Attempted Uprising 
In Ecuador Crushed 


QUITO, Ecuador, Nov. 9 (FI — A 
military communique announced to­ 
day that an attempted armed up­ 
rising in Quito had been crushed. 
The communique said a group of 
unidentified armed persons had at­ 
tacked the barracks of the Vence- 
dores (Victors) Battalion in the 
center of Ecuador’s capital last 
night. After several minutes of 
shooting, the announcement said, 
the attacking force fled. 
Two soldiers were r e p o r t e d 
wounded. 
The communique said that the at­ 
tack had been expected and pre­ 
ventive measures taken. 


China Reports 7,000 
Reds Killed In Battle 
PEIPING, Nov. 9 OP—The offi­ 
cial Chinese Central News Agency 
reported 
today 
that government 
troops had killed 7,000 Communists 
and captured 1,000 in a "great vic­ 
tory" near Changwu, 60 miles north­ 
west of Mukden. 
The agency said the dead were 
actually counted on the field after 
the battle, which began at 3 a. rn 
Friday and ended at nightfall. It 
estimated the Communist strength 
ai 20.000. 
More conservatively, the Peiping 
paper Ping Min Jib Pac said the 
Communists lost 4300 dead and 500 
captured. 


LAKE SUCCESS. Nov. 9—(F)—A 
possible United Nations solution to 
the Palestine problem today hinged 
on reach tnt an accord between the 
United States and Russia over car­ 
rying out enforcement of the pro­ 
posed partition of the Holy Land 
into Jewish and Arab countries. 
Delegates generally felt that once 
the Soviet-American d i f f e r e n c e s 
were ironed out, the Assembly's bi­ 
nation Palestine Committee could 
vote on the issue of partition. There 
still were no firm indications whe­ 
ther the proposal could muster the 
two-thirds vote necessary for adopt­ 
ion, in the face of continued Arab 
opposition. 
Action Hinges On Plan Support 
Persons watching the situation 
closely said the final outcome would 
depend to a large degree on how 
strongly Russia and the United 
States back partition. Should parti­ 
tion fail to pass, there was general 
feeling that nothing would be done 
—at least for this session of the 
Assembly. This view was held on 
the grounds that the Arab counter­ 
proposal for creation of an inde­ 
pendent Arab state would fall far 
short of approval. 
The Arabs would be more in­ 
clined to accept a no-decision sta­ 
tus than are the Zionists, who feel 
they are close to their goal of a 
national home in Palestine. Dr. 
Herbert V. Evatt, of Australia, com­ 
mittee chairman, said yesterday “it 
is absolutely essential in the in­ 
terests of the United Nations'1 that 
a recommendation on Palestine be 
made at this session. 
U. S.-Russian Differences 
The differences between Russia 
and the United States over how to 
carry out partition center around 
the interim period before the two 
new countries are ready for final 
independence. The Soviet Union 
wants the British mandate ended 
January I and all British troops to 
be out withing four months from 
that date. The Moscow plan would 
provide for armed millt*' in both 
countries to maintain order under 
Security Council supervision. 


Hughes Slated 
To Take Stand 
Today In Probe 


Will Be Asked About 
Disputed Testimony 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9— (INS)— 
Howard 
Hughes, builder of the 
world's largest airplane, will take 
the Senate witness stand tomorrow 
to be quizzed on whether entertain­ 
ment of government bigwigs played 
any part in obtaining his own and 
other war contracts. 
He will also be as' cd about dis­ 
puted testimony that he made a 
money offer to an Anpy Air Forces 
procurement officer. 
A spokesman for the Senate War 
Investigating 
Subcommittee 
said 
that the examination of the mil­ 
lionaire pianeman will start where 
it left off last August when hear­ 
ings on Hughes’ 40 million dollars 
worth of war contracts were re­ 
cessed amid uproar. 
Hughes then was testifying that 
he had trouble getting war contracts 
because Air Force officers at Wright 
Field. Dayton. Ohio, did not like 
him. He explained: 
Considered “Stuck Up" 
“They considered me stuck up. I 
did not meet them. I did not en­ 
tertain them. I did not extend the 
type of entertainment they got from 
other manufacturers." 
Chairman Ferguson (R) Mich., 
was said to be anxious to clear up 
while Hughes is on the stand, con­ 
flicting testimony of money offers. 
MaJ. Gen. Bennett E. Meyers, for­ 
mer deputy chief of procurement, 
AAP. charged that while negotiat­ 
ing a contract with Hughes, the 
West Coast aviation enthusiast of­ 
fered him money to buy war bonds. 
The General said that while con­ 
tract negotiations were under way. 
Hughes also offered him a postwar 
Job. 
However. Neil McCarthy, a Los 
Angeles attorney, declared that the 
money proposition “went the other 
way/* 
McCarthy, a former vice presi­ 
dent of the Hughes Aviation Com­ 
pany. said that Meyers while nego­ 
tiating a Hughes contract, asked 
for an advance on a postwar Job 
and. later, for a $50,000 loan from 
Hughes to buy war bonds. 
Meyers To Be Recalled 
Meyers will be recalled before 
Hughes takes the stand. A subcom­ 
mittee spokesman saki that his tes­ 
timony is unclear as to whether the 
offer of money was made indirectly 
by Hughes or through a representa­ 
tive. The spokesman said the sena­ 
tors wanted to get the General's 
story clear on the record. 
It is possible that Hughes and 
Meyers will be called to testify si­ 
multaneously on the money ques­ 
tion. 
The subcommittee is expected to 
quiz Hughes on his 19*1-1947 tax 
returns, which were aired last week. 
Sen. 'Williams, a committeeman, 
said that Hughes may have to pay 
a nearly six million dollar special 
tax on undistributed profits. 
However, it was thought out that 
the tax would be on profits made 
during non-war years.

The only man who ever had the 
Monte curio operators winging was 
a Yorkshire man named Jaggers. 
Jaggers was a mechanic by trade, 
and he knew It was impossible to 
construct and maintain a dell* 
machina In absolutely perfect con­ 
dition. He knew every roulette whee 
was a little off true. Jaggers hired 
■tx assistants to sit at six tables 
and mark down the winning num­ 
bers a they came up all day. Beery 
evening he correlated the figures 
Into an elaborate analysis of th? 
weaknesses of each wheel. At the 
end of a month, he had discovered 
that certain numbers came up at 
certain tables more frequently than 
they figured to by the law of aver­ 
ages. Then he started to play. At

The Monte Curio directors put 
their well-barbered head* together 
end figured out a system to beat 


Jaggers* system. Every night they 
switched wheels from table to table. 
Jaggers lost $200,000 of his winnings 
before he got wise. He stopped play­ 
ing. It wasn't until he had discov­ 
ered a distinguishing mark on eacn 
of the wheels—a nick or scratch in 
the shiny metal—that he started 
playing again. He quickly won back 
the $200,000. 
Then one of the bright boys at 
Monte Carlo suggested sending for 
the manufacturer of the roulette 
wheels. The manufacturer came up 
with the solution which saved the 
Casino from going broke. He point­ 
ed out that Jaggers* numbers were 
coining up oftener than they should 
because the little fixed partitions 
Into which the spinning ball fell 
were slightly irregular. He suggested 
that theae fixed partitions be made 
movable. The wheels would still be 
untnif, but by shifting the patu­ 
lous the irregularities would never 
be the same on any one table two 
days in succession. 
Against this, Jbgyers could do 
nothing. Within a couple of days, 
he got hep to what was going on, 
and went back to Blighty about 
half a million out in front.

Why Can't Cumberland 
Have A Halloween Parade? 
At the height of the recent Hallowe’en season, the 
Cumberland Police' Department announced it had 
received scores of telephone calls from distracted 
residents to the effect that celebrants of the eerie 
occasion were damaging property, carrying off porch 
furniture, upsetting or misplacing garbage cans and 
perpetrating other unbearable nuisances. 
It is a condition that has had to be put up with 
annually during this season because those who engage 
In such activities have no other means by which they 
might celebrate the event. Police are hesitant to 
interfere with pranks of costumed persons unless they 
become too destructive, and then it is always a ques­ 
tion whether officers can catch up with such rowdies. 
In face of this, the thought occurs to us that 
Cumberland is, to a great extent, to blame for much 
of this carrying-on in that it, as a community, has 
not bothered to prepare for an organized celebration 
of Hallowe’en. We are of the opinion that much, if 
not all. of the rowdyism engaged in by celebrants 
could be done away with if a program of parade, 
contests and prizes could be organized to turn the 
attention of “witches” to more artful efforts. 
Hagerstown has been successful along this line 
year after year, until today its Hallowe’en parade is 
one of the outstanding events of the year. It might 
be pointed out that 50,000 persons turned out to wit­ 
ness in costume, on parade, not only those who 
reside there but many who traveled from other points 
to show themselves off and to compete for prizes 
offered. Frederick was no less civic-minded in this 
respect. The county-seat residents organized a parade 
for Hallowe’en celebrants which attracted attention 
from many sections. 
If Hagerstown and Frederick, to name only two, 
can be successful in such matters there Is no reason 
why Cumberland can’t, and it is not too early to 
start thinking about it. 
Because it is a night of strange doings, and for 
the want of a chance for a more elevating celebration 
of the event, attention is turned to the carrying off 
of this or than, lifting of gates from their hinges, 
and in doing many other crude things. But Hallow­ 
e’en can be changed from a mere bumpkin (as well 
as pumpkin) night to an occasion of gay masquerade 
and very attractive ceremonial. 
A parade and the 
centralization of the night’s celebration will, we are 
certain, discourage roughhouse tactics, and end the 
ringing of doorbells (because nobody would be home, 
but downtown, to witness the parade and to Join in the 
festivities). In other words, instead of ringing others’ 
doorbells these pranksters would arm themselves with 
bells and horns and hold forth in carnival spirit in 
the center of the city where they would be under the 
protection and guidance of authorities. 
We have many organizations that have provided 
leadership in promoting many outstanding under­ 
takings. and it is to be hoped that one, or a Combina­ 
tion of all. will give serious thought to such a program, 
and whip it into shape before another Hallowe'en 
rolls around. 
Cumberland, at one time or another, has shown 
evidence of having liked to do this sort of thing, and 
has done it pretty well. Turning away from mere 
yokel window-smearing and bench-breaking toward a 
colorful celebration, it may yet find Itself possessed of 
something like an autumnal Mardi Gras. 


UN In Agreement Even 
Though It Means Little 
Whenever any branch of the United Nations agrees 
unanimously on anything it is news, even though 
the agreemet may not mean very much. 
The UN 
General Assembly’s 
political 
committee 
achieved 
unanimity the other day on the matter of war propa­ 
ganda. 
The vituperative Vishinsky had asked UN 
to condemn “warmongering.” “in particular by the 
United States, Turkey and Greece.” 
That proposal 
bad no chance whatever of adoption, since the over­ 
whelming majority of the nations know quite well 
where most of the current warmongering come from. 
Thereupon, Australia. Canada and France got together 
on a resolution condemning all propaganda that might 
lead to war and asking all governments to propa­ 
gandize for peace. 
Claiming that she has always 
opposed war. Russia agreed to this. 
So did the United 
States, on much the same ground. 
The resolution 
was passed. 50 to 0. 
What does it mean, if anything? 
Speaking for 
the United States, Warren Austin “hopes that it is a 
sign of quite a change in the atmosphere.” 
Mr. 
Austin is very hopeful. 
Nothing in the present inter­ 
national situation has been changed. 
Vishinsky will 
resume his incendiary and slanderous speeches. 
The 
United States will continue to work through its demo­ 
cratic institutions for world peace and recovery. 
Perhaps the smaller powers, which have been 
alarmed by the growing truculence of UN debate, will 
breathe more easily now. 
The only possible ground 
tor such relief is the proof—by no means the first 
at UN or elsewhere—that when Soviet Russia is 
opposed by a firm and united front on any maneuver, 
she generally drops it.

Friendship Train, Boxcars Packed Ceiling High With Wheat—Evidence of Amer­ 
ican Teamwork-Rolls On Way To Relief Of Europe 


Over the centuries, nursing has evolved into a 
great profession 
because of three very 
diverse 
influences. 
The first reason was religion, which in the early 
days of Christianity induced ladies to take up the 
care of the sick as a charitable duty. Then it was 
warfare—the Crimean War, the Civil War and the 
first World War—that gave nursing a tremendous 
impetus. And then it was lienee, with the rush of 
medical advancement over the last few decades, that 
revolutionized nursing into a great vocation. 
Now that nursing has attained that status, what's 
happening? There’s an acute shortage of nurses 
everywhere in the nation. Why? Because there are 
more people and therefore more patients, because 
more people can afford treatment, because science has 
perfected new cures—and because not enough young 
women are entering the profession. 
Here is an opportunity for girls to select a profes­ 
sion that serves humanity through medicine and 
science, and in which the standards of pay, working 
conditions and security give promise of continual 
improvement.

WHAT IS A COLD? 
I 


T is difficult to describe a cold 
if we consider all its variations. 
We know that the disease is 
contagious. The cause is a fil­ 
trable viras that attacks principally 
the membranes of the nose and 
throat. Unless complications arise, 
the duration is approximately seven 
days. 
But to the layman a slight sore 
throat, running nose, or hacking 
cough also is a cold. These symp­ 
toms might last an hour, a day, a 
week, or a month, and the strepto­ 
coccus or pneumococcus rather than 
a vinjs could be responsible. Allergy 
is another possible origin of such 
manifestations. All this is confusing 
unless we consider the m atter from 
an entirely different viewpoint. 


The armed services seldom used 
the word “cold.” Bailors were all 
familiar with cat I catarrhal I fever, 
but the army preferred the term 
“upper respiratory infection,’’ which 
is more descriptive. It includes any 
acute infection of the nose, throat, 
sinuses, larynx, and bronchial tubes. 
When a pipe becomes rusty it may 
be impossible to tell where the good 
metal stops and the rust begins. The 
same occurs along the membranes 
of the air passageways. If the throat 
Is involved the chances are th at 
inflammation extends upward into 
the nose or down into the larynx 
and bronchi. Therefore, by substi­ 
tuting the expression “upper respir­ 
atory infection” for colds, rhinitis, 
flu, sore throat, laryngitis, and 
bronchitis we are vague but more 
nearly correct. 
But we can be more specific. If 
the tonsils are greatly inflamed, 
tonsilitis is said to exist; when the 
sinuses are the site of infection, we 
speak of sinusitis, etc. 
On the 
other hand. If certain bacteria are 
to be implicated, special studies or 
cultures are necessary. We ought 
not to say “strep throat” unless 
these germs have been isolated in 
the area. But all this is complicated 
by the fact th at many organisms 
live normally in the respiratory 
tract and it is not always easy to 
tell whether they are sitting about 
peacefully minding their own busi­ 
ness or are the meanies that are 
causing all the discomfort. 


The cold, therefore, can be consid­ 
ered one type of upper respiratory 
disease. It is spread from one person 
to another thru the air incident to 
breathing, coughing, sneezing, ex­ 
pectorating. and blowing the nose. 
Symptoms usually appear within 12 
to 96 hours after exposure, altho in 
some instances they develop soon 
after severe chilling. Unlike scarlet 
fever and measles, little immunity 
is left and a return engagement 
occurs lf the environment is ripe. 
This is one of the main arguments 
g a in st artificial immunization, be- 
~ cause it is difficult to conceive how 
man made preparations would be 
capable of protecting against an 
ailment where nature fails to do so. 
W hether the noncontagious vari­ 
ety of cold is really a cold or merely 
smother form of upper respiratory 
infection is a question. The symp­ 
toms are frequently indistinguish­ 
able and the condition follows drafts, 
chilling, fatigue, strain, or sudden 
temperature changes. Such factors 
influence resistance and may favor 
invasion by the virus.

NEW YORK. Nov. 9 —(INS)— 
Whoa! 
Nobody got around to mentioning, 
on the 30th anniversary of the 
Russian revolution, that the Reds 
have been posing for some time as 
the true liberators of the Russian 
people from the scourge of Czarism. 
The Bolsheviks did not win pow­ 
er by rising against the Czar. They 
won it by defeating what amounted 
to the only democratic government 
Russia ever had. 
In 1906 Czar Nicholas II. reeling 
from his defeat by Japan, permitted 
certain reforms in his government, 
including a parsimonious amount of 
suffrage. 
He 
paid 
little 
or 
no 
atten­ 
tion to this birth of Russian dem­ 
ocracy however, until the Petrograd 
disorders of March. 1917, when he 
was forced out by approvtsional 
government consisting of both con­ 
servatives and radicals. 
This government first was headed 
by Prince Lovov and then by Alex­ 
ander Kerensky, and showed signs 
of fashioning itself alter our own 
brand of life until Nov. 7, 1917 when 
the second revolution put the Reds 
in power. 
Pour months later they appeased 
the Kaiser and dropped out. of 
World War I, permitting the Ger­ 
mans to take one last costly punch 
a t the allies. 
The winter of 1947-48 may be 
known in history as the period when 
a man with a basket of hamburgers 
could have changed the political 
course of Europe and Asia and Its 
billion and a half human beings. 
Charles Luckman. groping through 
the wilderness of the food problem, 
could effect signal savings in the 
U. 8. consumption of food products 
if he talked Mr. Truman into issu­ 
ing a proclamation declaring busi­ 
ness luncheons Illegal

Faith­ 
ful John is a trusted old servant

The only reason for going into the 
plot at all is to illustrate an old 
contention 
of 
mine—that 
fairy 
stories don’t differ much from the 
comic strips 
except 
in 
outward 
trappings. 


In this tale, there was a princess 
who was morbidly attracted by gold 
and whose passion for that precious 
metal almost brought her husband 
to grief. A good many heroines 
of the Dick Tracy strip have a 
similar weakness with similar re­ 
sults. In this case, everything turn­ 
ed out all right and Faithful John 
was restored to flesh and blood. 
The stories are 
dramatized 
in 
properly archaic fashion with all 
the 
appropriate 
phrases. 
(“You 
shall be beheaded for this!”) Only 
one line gave me any discomfort. 
At one point the King remarked 
in rather offhand fashion to his 
queen: “I have a sorcerer waiting 
outside.” Seems to me even in fairy 
stories sorcerers should command 
more 
respect 
than 
that. 
You 
shouldn’t keep them wafting out­ 
side. “Let’s Pretend” is a sponsored 
program, by the way, and even the 
commercials are slanted at the kids, 
who can clap and whistle and carry 
on like crazy when Uncle B i l l 
advises them to 
eat 
Cream 
of 
Wheat. 


Directly after “Let’s Pretend” at 
11:30 a. rn., on A3.C. comes “Land 
of the Lost,’’ which is the new­ 
fashioned or Disney-type fairy story 
and is, I think, the best children s 
radio program on the air. ’’Land 
of the Lost’’ is a rather unusual 
fish kingdom under the sea. Every­ 
thing in the world that «sets lost 
turns up down there. Isabel, a 
young girl, and her little brother 
Billy wandered 
down 
there 
in 
search of something they’d lost and 
have been down there ever since 
having a perfectly wonderful time. 
Isabel 
Manning 
Hewson, 
who 
thought it all up and still writes 
the program, has copped a couple 
of tricks from Disney. Many of her 
fish are rough parodies of famous 
humans. There is J. Edgar Bull- 
fish. an orchestra 
leader 
named 
Sammy Spray (“Swim and Sway 
with Sammie Spray”) a detective 
named Shadlock Bones, and an 
octopus named Kid Squid who be­ 
haves like Finnegan in “Duffy’s 
Tavern.” 
Billy and Isabel know them all— 
except the monarch. King Find All. 
whom no one has ever seen—are 
taken around on all the activities 
of the fish kingdom, and once a 
week survive some sort of narrow 
escape. Now and then, one it the 
fish characters bursts into a sort 
of mildly Gilbertlan song. explain­ 
ing his particular function in the 
fish 
kingdom. Mrs. 
Hewson oc­ 
casionally mixes in some genuine 
satire for the adult audience along 
with her outrageous puns, which 
are strictly for the kiddies. 


As a m atter of fact, “Land of the 
Lost” has a lot of adult fans. There 
are some 9.000 “Land of the Lost” 
Clubs in the United States at.d 
Canada and the membership is bv 
no means confined to children. J. 
Edgar Hoover has. I understand, 
called the program “one of our 
great 
weapons 
against 
Juvenile 
delinquency In America.” The state­ 
ment is a little sweeping. I've al­ 
ways found it hard to believe that 
a radio program could either cause 
or 
prevent 
Juvenile 
delinquency. 
“Land of the Lost” will keep the 
kids out of mischief for half an 
hour anyway. 
And, on the subject of programs 
for youngsters. Mutual Is now pre­ 
senting a five-year-old disk Jockey 
named Robin Morgan at IO 15 a. rn. 
on Saturdays. At least. I assume 
Robin is intended for the children. 
He’s certainly not aimed at me. 
Robin tells children's stories in be­ 
tween records, but the records he 
plays are quite adult and his intro­ 
ductions are not much more naive 
than any other disk Jockey. About 
all that can be said about Robin 
is that he won’t do the k’ds any 
harm and may be useful in quiet­ 
ing them for “Let’s Pretend”

T must be remembered that there 
is no such thing as u Marshall 
Plan for American aid to Eu­ 
rope. The most Mr. Marshall has 
done, thus far. has been to suggest 
that the Europeans draw up a plan. 
which they did in the form of the 
Bevin Report. 
Thus. Tom Dewey may claim the 
credit of having been the first lead­ 
er of either political party, includ­ 
ing the government, to propose a 
comprehensive plan which undoubt­ 
edly has the support of Senator 
Vandenberg and John Foster Dulles. 
Emanating from such quarters, the 
Dewey Plan takes on official char­ 
acter as representing the Republi­ 
can position. As this Congree is 
Republican, this first statement of 
one of the two chief contenders for 
the Presidential nomination within 
that party takes on primary signi­ 
ficance. 
Governor Dewey chose a curious 
audience for so serious a pronounce­ 
ment.

Age And How It Affects His 
Or Her Opportunity To Get Job 


By ROGER W. BABSON 


BABSON PARK. Mass . Nov. 9— 
At the suggestion of a friend of 
mine. O. H. C. Anderson of DaUas. 
Texas, I have been making a study 
of how one’s age affects his or her 
opportunity to secure a position. 
This study indicates that it is 
very difficult for an employment 
agency to place women over thirty- 
five years of age. or men over forty 
years of age who are now under 
Social Security benefits. One em­ 
ployment agency reports it can so 
place in a Union Shop only “one 
such woman of every thirty appli­ 
cants”. 
The few middle-aged people after 
securing positions are able to keep 
them better than the younger ones. 
The older ones are both more loyal 
and industrious, although they work 
more slowly and are more subject 
to accidents. In my own business 
here. where we employ about 150. 
we give a preference to the older 
persons; but our work requires ac­ 
curacy and headwork, rather than 
speed or work with one’s hands. 
What Personnel Managers Report 
One who has interviewed repre­ 
sentative employment managers In 
seventeen different kinds of busi­ 
nesses. averaging over 400 employes 
per firm, reports as follows: 30 years 
of age for both males and females 
is the maximum accepted for be­ 
ginners in office or clerical Jobs. 36 
years is the maximum for female 
beginners 
in department 
stores; 
while 43 years is the maximum for 
male beginners in warehouses, etc. 
Those above these ages now hold­ 
ing positions should do everything 
possible to retain their present posi­ 
tions. especially as these statistics 
apply during a period of prosperity 
when there is a distinct demand for 
additional help by most employers. 
Of course, throe ages do not apply 
to common labor or to housework, 
etc., for which the demand is so 
great that age Is not considered. 
Moreover, the non-union concerns 
are usually willing to employ all 
ages because they are free to pay 
them according to what they pro­ 
duce. 
Newspaper Advertisements 
Anyone who questions the above 
statements m a y telephone those 
who are advertising for additional 
help in the Sunday Newspapers. 
From a hasty study of the HELP 
WANTED columns, one would think 
that there is a great demand for 
help of any age. If, however, you 
will answer any of these advertise­ 
ments. you will find that the first 
question is “How Old Are You?”! 
This is now a very serious situa­ 
tion: and when hard times come, 
will become most pathetic. It Burc­ 
h’ means that there will be a resur­ 
rection of the Townsend Plan, the 
Anderson Plan and other pension 
programs which are being put forth. 
Whether the.-** will be a solution to 
the problem is debatable, but they 
surely are worthy of careful study. 
It seems logical that the first step 
should be for married women, with 
husbands having a Job. to retire 
from the scene. Surely this is a 
step also in the solution of the 
Youth Delinquency. 
A Labor Union Suggestion 
A study which I have made of 
strikes shows conclusively that the 
“hotheads” are the younger persons 
in these labor unions. The older 
ones wish to avoid strikes, but for 
some reason they do not attend the 
labor meetings and do not get 
elected as officers of the Unions. 
Hence, when the strike Is settled, if 
the concern does not take back all 
its employees, the older ones are 
the ones left out. 
It would be a smart thing, both 
for employers and wage workers, to 
have two unions One union could 
take in those below thirty-five and 
one union could take in those above 
thirty-five. 
Either 
group 
could 
strike without involving the other 
group. Unless the older employees 
of many concerns resort to such a 


setup they surely will be left 
in the cold before many years.

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Care In Handling 


Rabbits Advised 


Cautious handling of wild rab­ 
bit* should be the rule for hunters, 
trappers and housewives, Dr. R. H. 
Riley, director of the State Depart­ 
ment of Health, warned recently. 
The rabbit hunting season, to 
open November 15 in most counties, 
can provide spent and good food 
without threat to health only lf the 
animals are handled with care, he 
added. 
Casual handling of rabbits that 
are diseased can cause tularemia, 
commonly called rabbit fever, and 
this serious disease is usually trans­ 
mitted from rabbits to human be­ 
ings through direct contact with the 
animal, or with objects contami­ 
nated by the meat or skin. Although 
all rabbits in Maryland are not in­ 
fected with tularemia, it is wise to 
take precautions, Dr. Riley stated. 
Rubber gloves should be worn 
when handling the animal and pre­ 
paring the 
meat, 
particularly if 
there is even a small cut or scratch 
on the hands, he said. After touch­ 
ing the fur or raw meat, the hands 
should be kept away from the face. 
As soon as the meat has been pre­ 
pared, aU fur, refuse, and contami­ 
nated paper should be burned; the 
rubber gloves must be sterilized in 
boiling water, and the hands must 
be washed thoroughly with soap 
and hot water, the doctor added. 
Adequate cooking is then neces­ 
sary to destroy any germs that may 
Infect the meat. Dr. Riley warned 
th at all rabbit meat should be bolled 
for at least 30 minutes.

The price Is IOO 
per cent over the 1933 level. 
Officials of the dairies explained 
that the hike is the result of pro­ 
duction costs, principally feed and 
labor, which they say have mounted 
steadily. 
In June 1946, milk was retailing in 
the city for 16 cents a quart. On 
July 8, 1946, it Jumped to 19 cents a 
quart, then on May 8 it was drop­ 
ped back rn penny to 18 cents a 
quart only to be hiked to the 19 
cent price again on August I, this 
year.

NEW YORK. Nov. 9 (AV-It was 
six do WTI and three to go today for 
a Notre Dame team that seems 
destined to rank with the gitatest 
elevens in the brilliant football his­ 
tory of the Fighting Irish.

A Legislature-approved bill that 
would permit Allegany County clubs 
to sell liquor on Sunday, ll signed 
by Governor Lane, was under vig­ 
orous attack last night by the 
county's 12,000 Methodist Church 
members, with some support from 
other Protestant denominations.
